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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale ,n th.s country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent Tthe UniS 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yurtin et al. 
With regard to claim 1 , Yurtin et al (US 4,046,450) disclose a cable terminal structure constituted of a 
holding base (16,28,32,34) from which a connection plug (40) and a cable guiding small channel (20) 
protrude from each one of its two ends, characterized in that said holding base is formed by a prismatic 
structure provided with side window (opening between 1 6 and 42) and horizontal window (18). 
With regard to claim 2, Yurtin et al disclose that the shape of the connection plug (40) of said terminal 

-also adopts-a-prismatic profile with straight walls-thlatWparalle " 

With regard to claim 3, Yurtin et al disclose that the said small channel (3) is constituted of two curve 
steps joined together for channeling the cable towards said horizontal window (18) through which it enters 
to the inside of said terminal holding base (16). 



Claims 1 -3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Cecil, Jr. et al. 
With regard to claim 1 , Cecil, Jr. et al (US 5,575,692) disclose (Fig. 2) a cable terminal structure (24) 
constituted of a holding base from which a connection plug (24a) and a cable guiding small channel 
protrude from each one of its two ends, characterized in that said holding base is formed by a prismatic 
structure provided with side window (accepting 50b, since the disposition of the side window is not 
specified) and horizontal window (receiving 60a) . 

With regard to claim 2, Cecil, Jr; et al disclose that the shape of the connection plug (Fig. 1) of said 
terminal also adopts a prismatic profile with straight walls that are parallel to the longitudinal axis. 
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With regard to claim 3, Cecil, Jr. et al disclose that the said small channel) is constituted of two curve 
steps joined together for channeling the cable towards said horizontal window.
